This is 
a recuid hardly «qualled for meagreness in all 
the history of the upera tions of the act in Geor- 
gia, even iu ber Most prospervas years. 

Up to the present date of August, which is the 
last month of the existence ol the act, there have 
been eleven cases flied. Some individuals have 
come in at the last mement to square up in this 
iashi n their accounts with their fellow-men. 

ALL OLD MATTERS. 

A significant fact in the business, we are in. 
formed by the officers, is that nearly every one 
Uf these cases are filed to clear up and settie old 
matters—individual and firm accounts ot long 
“tanding and from which little has ever been 
expected, It is simpiy a clearing of the rubbish 
of past failures. 

A glance at the records shows that most of the 
persons and firws who are filing petitions have 
be2n out of business ani cummercial standing 
for years, but that they are seeking to wipe out 
these old scores in order that future opportuni- 
ties and successes may be made available and 
po: sible. There is an absence of names familiar 
to trace fcr the past few years and the fact 
proves the solidity and safety of the principles 
and methods cf our present commerce. 

ONLY NOMINAL LIABILITIES. 

Io the cases above noted the /iabilities are in 
no instance large and represent no actual losses 
for current account. They ar. liabilities perhs ps 
already estimated and extinguished upon the 
books of creditors.
